Thousands 
of  alumni  remember  the  quaint  old  silver  gate  which  welcomed  visitors  to  the 
campus  for  decades.

Joyce  Towns  and  Hal  E.  Townsend. 

Fulton  served  as  dean  of  students 
at  Northwestern  for  many  years  and 
is  currently  associate  professor  of 
behavioral  sciences.  He  has  been  on 
the  NSU  faculty  since  1948.  Mrs.

DUNNINGTON  DIES 

Dr.  G.  Waldo  Dunnington,  who  re- 
tired in  1971  after  serving  for  25 
years  as  professor  of  languages  at 
Northwestern,  died  on  April  10  at 
the  age  of  68. 

An  internationally-recognized  au- 
thority on  the  life  of  German  mathe- 
matician, astronomer  and  physicist 
Carl  Friedrich  Gauss,  Dunnington 
was  the  author  of  the  only  full-length 
biography  ever  written  on  Gauss  and 
still  served  at  the  time  of  his  death 
as  curator  of  the  Gauss  Museum 
which  he  established  on  the  NSU 
campus. 

A  native  of  Bowling  Green,  Mo., 
Dunnington  received  his  bachelor  and 
master's  degrees  in  German  from 
Washington  and  Lee  University.  He 
earned  his  doctorate  in  German  from 
the  University  of  Illinois.  The  former 
Northwestern  professor  also  studied  at 
the  University  of  Gottingen  in  Europe 
and  at  Mount  Holyoke  College. 

Before  joining  the  Northwestern 
faculty  in  1946,  Dunnington  served  on 
the  teaching  staff  at  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
Junior  College,  Atlantic  University, 
Horner  Junior  College  and  LaCrosse, 
Wis.,  State  College. 
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Demons  Win  All-GSC  Sports  Trophy 


Getting  conference  championships 
in  basketball  and  track,  Northwestern 
State  University  captured  the  goal  of 
every  athletic  program  by  winning 
the  All-Sports  Trophy  in  the  Gulf 
South  Conference  for  the  sports  year 
1973-74. 

The  announcement  was  made  re- 
cently by  GSC  Commissioner  Stanley 
Galloway. 

Northwestern,  which  finished  sec- 
ond to  downstate  rival  Southeastern 
Louisiana  University  last  year,  accu- 
mulated 48%  points  to  43  for  South- 
eastern. The  Demons  did  it  with  two 
first  places,  a  second  in  tennis,  a 
third  in  golf,  a  tie  for  the  fourth  in 
baseball  and  a  tie  for  fifth  in  football. 

Jacksonville  (Ala.)  State  nosed  out 
Troy  State  38%  to  38  for  third  place 
in  the  All  Sports  standings.  Follow- 
ing in  order  were  Nicholls  State 
(33%),  Delta  State  (30%),  Florence 
State  (28%),  Mississippi  College 
(27%),  Tennessee-Martin  (21%)  and 
Livingston  University  (11%). 

Points  were  given  on  a  10-9-8-7-6-5-4- 
3-2-1  basis  in  the  six  major  sports. 

It  was  a  surprising  year  for  North- 
western, a  perennial  power  in  football. 
Although  the  Demons  had  a  6-5  over- 
all record  and  posted  their  ninth  con- 
secutive winning  season,  they  were 
not  among  the  best  football  teams  in 
the  league. 

But  Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand  and 
assistant  Coach  Jack  Herron  put  to- 
gether a  21-9  overall  record  enroule 
to  Northwestern's  first  conference 
championship  in  basketball  since  the 
1959-60  season.  NSU  loses  only  one 
letterman  from  that  team. 

Coach  Jerry  Dyes  also  took  a  rela- 
tively inexperienced  team  and  won 
NSU's  first  league  title  in  track 
since  1957.  NSU  loses  only  six  seniors 
off  the  track  team. 

Coach  Johnnie  Emmons  in  tennis 
and  Coach  Herron  in  golf  made  strong 
showings  with  their  teams  while 
Coach  Herbie  Smith  took  his  team 
to  the  NAIA  Regionals  in  baseball. 

"This  reflects  favorably  on  our  out- 
standing coaching  staff  and  athletes," 
remarked  NSU  President  Dr.  Arnold 
R.  Kilpatrick  of  the  all-sports  title. 
"We  are  proud  of  our  achievements 
during  the  past  year,  but  we  want  to 
continue  our  success  in  the  coming 
years.  I  think  our  proposed  $4  mil- 
lion athletic  plant  will  help  make 
this  possible." 

NSU  athletic  director  George 
Doherty  said  he  felt  that  NSU  had 
achieved   the   highest  honor   an   ath- 


letic program  can  receive.  "Every 
school  strives  to  have  a  well  rounded 
athletic  program,  but  only  a  few 
achieve  this  goal."  Doherty  said, 
"However,  we  don't  want  to  sit  back 
and  rest  on  our  1973-74  achievements 
...  we  want  to  continue  to  improve 
and  make  this  an  annual  award." 


The  all  sports  trophy  will  be  the 
first  Northwestern  has  ever  received, 
according  to  records  in  the  school's 
sports  information  office.  The  Demons 
did  not  win  an  all  sports  trophy  dur- 
ing the  years  of  the  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference  (1948-71).

NORTHWESTERN  CLAIMS  TRACK  TITLE 


Highlighted  by  Leo  Gatson's  mile 
run  and  the  440-yard  relay  effort  at 
the  recent  NAIA  National  Track  and 
Field  Meet,  Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity's Gulf  South  Conference 
championship  track  team  set  13  new 
school  records  during  the  1974  season. 

Gatson,  a  5-foot-10,  133-pound  sop- 
homore from  Marshall,  Tex.,  ran  a 
blistering  4:07.1  to  gain  sixth  place 
in  the  talented  mile  run  field  at  the 
NAIA  Meet.  That  time  shattered  the 
old  school  record  of  4:07.9  set  by 
Paul  Trueman  in  1969. 

Gatson's  previous  best  prior  to  the 
national  meet  was  4:11.2.  He  ran  a 
4:09  in  the  preliminaries  and  came 
back  for  another  personal  best  in 
the  finals. 

The  440-yard  relay  team  of  Julius 
Steele,    Henry    Babers,    Mike    Brown 


and  Jerry  Denton  shaved  seven  tenths 
of  a  second  off  the  school  record 
during  the  season  with  a  best  time 
of  40.5  in  the  NAIA  Meet.  That  gave 
the  Demons  fifth  place.  NSU's  baton 
crew  had  run  40.7  twice,  40.8  and 
41.0  several  times  during  1974  be- 
fore coming  up  with  its  best  effort 
in  the  national  meet. 

Steele  and  Denton  are  both  seniors 
but  Babers,  a  product  of  Coushatta, 
and  Brown,  a  former  Shreveport- 
BTW  star,  are  sophomores  and  will 
be  returning  to  NSU  for  two  more 
seasons. 

Brown,  an  All- American  long  jump- 
er in  1973,  came  within  one  place  of 
making  it  again.  He  finished  fourth 
in  the  NAIA  long  jump  with  a  24-8 
effort  although  he  had  a  school  record 
of  254  during  the  season.  The  De- 
mons are  coached  by  Jerry  Dyes. 


NSU  Athletic 
Plant  Pending 

Final  approval  on  the  proposed  $4 
million  athletic  plant  at  Northwest- 
ern State  University  is  pending  in 
the  current  session  of  the  Louisiana 
State  Legislature.  Several  weeks  ago 
Gov.  Edwin  Edwards  included  $4 
million  for  the  NSU  facility  in  his 
proposed  state  budget. 

The  athletic  plant  would  include  a 
15,000-seat  football  stadium,  28,000 
square  foot  field  house,  tartan  sur- 
facing for  Prather  Coliseum  and  the 
track  at  old  Demon  Stadium  and  ex- 
pansion and  renovation  of  the  base- 
ball field  and  tennis  courts. 

Some  $3.5  million  of  the  funds 
would  be  dedicated  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  stadium  and  fieldhouse 
with  the  other  $500,000  going  for  the 
renovation  projects  at  the  track  base- 
ball field  and  tennis  courts. 

Present  plans  call  for  the  proposed 
stadium  to  be  built  on  a  tract  of  land 
already  owned  by  NSU.  The  property 
is  located  down  the  hill  and  across  the 
road  from  Demon  Stadium,  near  the 
parking  lot  behind  Prather  Coliseum. 

Theatre-type  seats  in  Demon  Sta- 
dium will  be  moved  and  used  in  the 
new  stadium  with  the  old  stadium 
becoming  a  track  facility.

GRAMBLING  ON  1974-75  GRID  SCHEDULE 


College  division  football  powers 
Grambling  and  Northwestern  State 
will  make  the  dream  of  area  sports 
fans  become  a  reality  this  fall  when 
the  Tigers  and  Demons  clash  for  the 
first  time  ever  Sept.  14  in  newly-ex- 
panded 42,500-seat  State  Fair  Stadium. 

Athletic  directors  and  head  football 
coaches  at  both  schools,  George  Do- 
herty  of  Northwestern  and  Eddie 
Robinson  of  Grambling,  agreed  that 
the  game  should  be  a  big  gate  attrac- 
tion. 

Grambling,  which  advanced  to  the 
NCAA  college  division  semifinals  last 
season,  won  10  games  and  lost  only 
three  in  1973.  The  G-Men  ranked  as 
one  of  the  top  defensive  teams  in  tne 
nation  last  year,  yielding  less  than  60 
yards  rushing  and  165  total  yards  per 
game. 

Northwestern  has  produced  out- 
standing running  backs  through  the 
last  several  years  and  will  have  two 
ol  the  best  in  the  school's  history  re- 
turning in  tailback  Mario  "The  Rage" 
Cage  and  fullback  Sidney  Thornton. 
Cage  shattered  numerous  school  rea- 
ords  while  rushing  for  1,057  yards, 
including  a  record  194-yard  perfor- 
mance against  Southeastern  Louisiana. 

The  Demons,  who  won  the  Gulf 
South  Conference  grid  title  in    1972 


and  had  a  6-5  record  in  1973,  and 
Tigers  are  two  of  the  three  state 
schools  to  produce  the  most  consecu- 
tive winning  seasons  in  football.  NSU 
has  had  nine  straight  winning  cam- 
paigns, including  a  perfect  9-0  in  1966. 

Grambling  hasn't  had  a  losing  sea- 
son since  1S59.  The  only  Louisiana 
school  with  more  consecutive  winning 
seasons  than  Grambling  and  North- 
western is  LSU. 

"I  think  it  will  be  a  game  that  will 
create  great  area  interest,"  Doherty 
said.  "Grambling  will  probably  be  the 
biggest  and  strongest  club  we'll  play. 
It  will  be  a  great  challenge  for  our 
players,  but  I  know  they'll  enjoy  play- 
ing a  game  like  this," 

Last  year  Grambling  and  South- 
ern University  set  a  stadium  record 
of  36,000.  Grambling  has  drawn  crowds 
of  65,055  in  New  Yark's  Yankee  Sta- 
dium, 53,732  in  Houston's  Astrodome 
and  62,000  in  the  Los  Angeles  Coli- 
seum in  recent  years. 

NSU's  annual  game  with  arch-rival 
Louisiana  Tech  will  be  Oct.  19  in 
Shreveport's  State  Fair  Stadium.  The 
Demons  have  five  home  games,  in- 
cluding one  with  Stephen  F.  Austin 
Sept.  21  and  a  homecoming  affair  with 
Southwestern  Louisiana,  four  road 
games  and  two  in  Shreveport.

ASK  THE 
PRESIDENT 

by  Dr.  Arrnold  Kilpatrick 

1.  I  read  in  the  Alexandria  Town 
Talk  that  counselors  for  students  were 
being  dismissed  at  Northwestern.  Is 
this  true  and  why? 

It  is  not  true.  Counseling  for  stu- 
dents is  very  important.  Young  people 
often  need  guidance 
in  the  selection  of 
courses  and  in  the 
selection  of  their 
careers.  Counselors 
were  transferred 
from  the  College  of 
Basic  Studies  to  oth- 
er administrative 
areas  of  the  univer- 
sity. The  College  of 
Basic  Studies,  begun 
two  years  ago  as  an 
experiment  at  Northwestern,  was  a 
separate  college  for  students  in  their 
first  year  of  study.  It  was  decided 
after  due  consideration  that  our  uni- 
versity was  not  a  sufficient  size  to 
justify  a  separate  college  for  these 
students.  As  before,  the  beginning 
student  now  is  assigned  to  the  aca- 
demic college  in  which  his  major  is 
located. 

2.  Why  is  Northwestern  building 
a  new  stadium  when  there  are  other 
academic  needs? 

You  are  right  in  saying  that  North- 
western has  a  number  of  areas  of 
needs  where  money  could  be  legiti- 
mately expended.  If  the  elected  of- 
ficials who  are  responsible  do  provide 
funds  for  an  athletic  complex  at 
Northwestern,  which  will  include  a 
stadium,  field  house  and  other  ath- 
letic improvements,  the  university 
must  use  that  money  for  that  which 
it  is  designated.  The  request  for  funds 
for  the  athletic  complex  is  justified 
on  the  basis  of  the  antiquated,  totally 
inadequate  facilities  now  being  used. 
The  stadium,  built  in  1939,  does  not 
contain  enough  permanent  seats  for 
the  student  body.  Our  students  are 
required  to  sit  on  temporary  bleach- 
ers that  are  not  as  good  as  most  of 
them  had  in  their  high  schools.  The 
recruitment  of  prospective  athletes 
is  exceedingly  difficult  when  our 
dressing  room  and  training  facilities 
are  terribly  inferior  to  those  univer- 
sities with  which  we  must  compete. 
An  athletic  program  is  important  to 
the  entire  university  program.  I  be- 
lieve that  this  prospective  improve- 
ment of  our  university  will  certainly 
produce  valuable  dividends.

Every  loyal  Demon  should  say  a 
word  of  gratitude  to  their  legislators 
and  other  elected  officials  who  have 
and  can  in  the  future  render  a  great 
service  to  Northwestern.  Decisions 
made  in  Baton  Rouge  affect  directly 
the  future  of  our  university. 

Not  the  least  important  contribu- 
tion of  the  alumni  is  in  the  area  of 
spirit,  dedication  and  commitment.  We 
need  to  develop  a  deep  sense  of 
loyalty  to  Northwestern.  For  90  years 
our  school  has  been  good  and  it  is 
getting  better.  The  next  90  years 
depends  largely  on  you  and  me.

TV  Radio  Promotions
